NO  flowers  are  more  valuable  in  the  mid¬ 
summer  and  autumn  gardens  than  the 
Gladioli.  Their  uses  are  unlimited.  The  great 
range  of  colors,  with  their  myriad  shadings, 
enables  them  to  play  a  part  in  all  garden  pic¬ 
tures,  and  by  careful  selection  of  varieties  and 
a  little  thought  when  planting,  they  will  lend 
themselves  to  a  continuous  decorative  back¬ 
ground  until  late  in  the  fall. 

Gladioli  will  give  satisfactory  results  in  any 
good  garden  soil.  The  "bulb"  of  a  Gladiolus  is 
called  a  corm.  The  depth  of  planting  for  the 
corms  differs  with  the  character  of  the  soil.  The 
lighter  the  soil  the  deeper  the  corms  should  be 
set,  and  in  dry  seasons  this  deep  planting  is  of 
great  advantage,  as  it  insures  a  cool  and  more 
or  less  moist  environment  for  the  roots.  Deep 
planting  has  the  further  advantage  of  very 
largely  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of  stak¬ 
ing.  In  heavy,  moist  soils,  however,  there  is 
danger  in  too  deep  planting,  as  the  soil  may 
become  too  wet  and  cause  the  young  shoots, 
and  even  the  corms,  to  decay. 

For  the  cutting  garden  the  general  method  is 
to  plant  from  the  earliest  days  in  spring  until 
late  June,  according  to  the  dates  you  wish  them 
to  bloom,  in  rows  from  D/2  to  4  feet  apart  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  method  of  cultivation  to  be 


employed.  Dig  a  trench  5  inches  deep  and  2 
inches  wide  at  the  bottom.  Place  the  corms  on 
the  bottom  of  the  trench  3  to  5  inches  apart 
and  then  fill  with  soil.  They  will  bloom  within 
21/2  to  3  months  after  planting. 

For  flower  borders  they  can  be  used  in 
clumps  of  five  or  ten  amongst  other  flowers  and 
plants. 

Gladioli  like  plenty  of  air  and  sunshine,  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  they  will  grow  to  perfection. 
In  dry  seasons  they  should  be  thoroughly  wa¬ 
tered;  a  little  sprinkling  in  the  evening  is  of 
only  slight  benefit.  Give  them  a  thorough  soak¬ 
ing  so  that  the  soil  is  wet  5  inches  deep  and 
then  leave  them  alone  for  a  week. 

Cultivate  after  every  rain  or  watering;  keep¬ 
ing  the  surface  of  the  soil  loose  and  open  and 
giving  the  nitrogen  a  chance  to  get  into  the  soil. 

Do  not  plant  Gladioli  in  the  same  ground 
many  years  in  succession.  New  ground  each 
year  is  best.  Do  not  use  horse  manure  as  fer¬ 
tilizer.  Ground  fertilized  with  decomposed  cow 
manure  the  previous  year  is  best. 

Unpack  the  bulbs  as  soon  as  received  and 
give  them  a  thorough  airing.  Keep  in  a  good  dry 
cellar  until  ready  to  plant.

Growing  Plants 

Spraying  should  be  started  as  soon  as  top- 
growth  appears  and  continued  weekly  until  the 
appearance  of  the  first  flowers. 

For  best  results  use  "Scheepers'  Bulb  Food." 
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This  collection  is  arranged  in  conformity  with  the  new  classification  adopted  by  the 
American  Gladiolus  Society.  All  varieties  marked  "Exhibition"  are  especially  suitable 
for  exhibition  purposes.  Varieties  marked  "Decorative"  produce  florets  measuring 
over  3  V2  inches  in  diameter.  In  selecting  these  varieties,  special  stress  is  laid  on 
their  value  for  decorative  purposes.  Varieties  marked  "Small  Flowered"  produce 
florets  measuring  less  than  3>/2  inches  across.  They  are  especially  selected  for 
their  decorative  value,  for  use  in  bowls  and  for  table  decorations.  This  class  includes 
the  type  previously  listed  as  "Primulinus." 

Varieties  marked  "Early"  bloom  from  70-80  days.  Those  marked  "Midseason"  come 
into  flower  in  85-95  days,  while  those  marked  "Late"  take  a  few  days  longer 
to  blossom.

Originally  natives  of  South  Africa,  the  Montbretias 
have  been  hybridized  most  successfully  by  Mr. 
Sidney  Morris  of  Earlham  Hall,  Norwich,  England. 
They  represent  a  completely  new  race  of  flowers, 
being  generally  much  taller  and  more  robust  in 
growth.  They  blossom  for  many  weeks  during  mid¬ 
summer  and  autumn,  producing  a  myriad  of  fall 
colors,  suffusing  the  bright  crimson  values  with  the 
softer  tones  of  orange  and  yellow.  They  make  first 
class  border  plants  and  are  of  great  value  for  cutting, 
being  very  gracious  in  their  association  with  other 
flowers  and  having  long  lasting  gualities. 


Montbretia  "His  Majesty" 


"K  /"ONTBRETIAS  are  graceful,  sparkling  flowers  of  the  midsummer  and  autumn,  reflecting  the 
colors  of  the  advancing  season  and  lending  a  charming  gaiety  and  lightness  to  the  borders 
For  the  best  effect  the  bulbs,  more  correctly  called  “corms,"  should  be  set  only  a  few  inches  apart, 
and  in  groups  of  not  less  than  ten,  toward  the  front  of  herbaceous  borders  or  shrubbery.  Thus  planted 
the  sheaves  of  narrow  leaves  and  slender,  wiry  arching  stems  strung  with  brilliant  flowers,  like 
miniature  Gladioli,  have  the  appearance  of  little  fountains  of  bright  color — rose,  scarlet,  yellow, 
orange,  red,  often  marked  with  brown.  They  will  flower  for  many  weeks  (from  August  into  late 
October)  and  a  border,  where  blue  and  white  flowers  predominate  set  at  intervals  with  such  gay 
patches  of  color,  is  delightful  indeed  and  may  be  planted  from  the  earliest  spring  days  until  late 
June,  according  to  the  flowering  dates  you  prefer.  Their  long  lasting  qualities  make  the  Montbretias 
most  desirable  for  cutting,  so  that  it  is  well  to  have  a  few  hundred  bulbs  set  out  in  some  by-place 
where  the  graceful  stems  may  be  copiously  cut  for  house  and  piazza  decoration. 

These  Cape  bulbs  may  be  left  with  entire  safety  in  the  open  ground  over  the  winter,  and  merely 
covered  with  a  light  mulch.  They  may  be  set  out  in  the  spring  as  early  as  Gladioli,  but  planted  more 
shallow;  three  inches  deep  will  give  the  best  results. 

Montbretias  should  be  given  the  same  spraying  treatment  in  the  field  as  is  recommended  for 
Gladioli,  and,  like  the  latter,  a  quantity  might  well  be  planted  in  berry  or  wire  baskets  at  varying 
times,  to  be  kept  in  a  frost-proof  cellar  or  frame,  and  later  plunged,  basket  and  all,  into  vacant 
spaces  in  the  borders  or  other  parts  of  the  garden.  For  best  results  use  ''Scheepers'  Bulb  Food."

CO  that  you  may  succeed  with  these  inspiring  plants  and  to  obviate  disappointments  we  offer 
from  a  host  of  varieties,  the  limited  few  that  will  succeed  in  American  gardens  under  ordinary 
care,  selected  after  many  years  of  experimenting  and  careful  study. 

No  varieties  other  than  those  appearing  in  this  list  should  be  planted  in  spring. 

There  are  many  other  exquisite  kinds  with  which  we  succeed,  but  they  should  only  be  planted  in 
the  autumn.

HENRYI:  An  invaluable  garden  plant,  vigorous 
in  its  growth,  failing  but  very  seldom.  One  of 
the  best  border  Lilies,  reaching  over  8  feet  and 
more  in  height  when  established,  and  bearing 
more  than  twenty  flowers  of  a  rich,  deep, 
orange-yellow.  Fine  foliage.  Does  well  in  both 
light  and  heavy  loam,  but  prefers  soil  with  a 
mixture  of  peat.  Plant  very  deep,  10  inches.  A 
partially  shaded  place,  sheltered  from  high 
winds,  suits  it  best.  It  is  a  beautiful  Lily  to  grow 
under  glass,  where  it  has  produced  flowers 
measuring  over  8  inches  in  diameter.

and  when  growing  they  should  be  watered 


copiously  with  liquid  manure  as  they  are  gross 
feeders.  They  succeed  in  any  good,  rich  garden 
soil. 

In  the  herbaceous  border,  planted  in  clumps 
of  5  to  25  bulbs,  they  are  especially  attractive 
among  the  Delphiniums  and  other  July  flower¬ 
ing  perennials.

CULTURE:  Of  easy  and  simple  culture,  they  demand  a  reasonably  moist  soil,  fairly  rich,  and 
prefer,  but  do  not  require,  slight  shade.
